Circuit Court Adjourns After 
ft Session of Six 
Weeks. 



Fiscal Court adjourned Saturday 
after a busy session of a week. The 
county levy for the year was fix 2d 
at 50 cents, seven cents for the pur- 
pose of paying semi-annual interest 
on county railroad bonds and forty- 
three cents for general purposes. 

Small-pox claims amounting to 
about $fi,000 were allowed. 

The sum of $5,068 was appropri- 
ated in payment of five county rail- 
road funding bond*, bearing date of 
July 1, 1897. These bonds were de- 
stroyed. 

Dr. John D. Clardy was allowed 
$721 to reimburse him for money 
advanced for the extension of the 
Newstead turnpike road. 

It was ordered that $334.30 be 
paid to the officers of the regular 
registration and election for the 
year 1094. 

The sum of $1,668 was appropri- 
ated and ordered paid to the Forbes 
Manufacturing Co. for installing a 
heating plant in the new jail. 

An appropriation of $800, or so 
much as may be necessary, to build 
a forty-foot steel bridge over 
Thompson's Creek, on Hickory 
Withe road, was male. The sum 
of $700 was also appropriated for 
the construction of a forty-foot span 
steel bridge over Montgomery Creek, 
on Dickinson Mill road. 

W. B. Long and Madison Kellv

tax. 

It was the judgment of the Court 
that in working the roads of the 
county during the year 1905 road 
graders be employee! and teams for 
operating sarne be liii wl Jiwieau of 
purchased by the county.

It was fur- 
ther ordered that the contract and 
management of road graders be left 
with D. T. Cranor, Road Commis- 
er, and that he be instructed to 
employ all labor necessary and to 
purchase one new road grader and 
all repairs for the old graders.

Two Branches of Presbyter- 
ian Church to Combine. 



Members of the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian church in this city, says the 
Henderson Gleaner, who favor the 
n of church with the Northern 
Presbyterian church, have received 
gratifying news from the presbyter- 
ies in Indiana.

LEADER IN HIS DAY. 



Prominent in Medical and 
Church Circles — Other Pio- 
neer Contemporaries. 



No citizen in the early history 
Hopkinsville was more prominent 
than Dr. Augustine Webber, 
was born in 1790 and graduated 
from Georgetown College about 1811 
and adopting medicine as his pro- 
fession, located first at Danville and 
little later, probably as early as 
1813, moved to Hopkinsville and for 
54 years was one of the most sub- 
stantial citizens and leading physi- 
cians of the town. Soon after lo- 
cating in Hopkinsville he was mar- 
ried to Miss Nancy Tannehill, of 
Nashville. They were the parents 
of fourteen children. Five of these 
children who died in their childhood 
sleep with their parents in the old 
Westside Cemetery. One daughter 
died about the time she budded into 
young womanhood. Several of the 
daughters married and five of them 
have descendants. Their husbands 
were Messrs, Torian, Lampton 
Breathitt, Pentecost and Arnold, 
Three of them are living, the rest 
are all dead. Mrs. Breathitt is the 
wife of Maj. John W. Breathitt and 
Mrs. Pentecost is the wife of Rev. 
Geo. E. Pentecost, one of the most 
distinguished Presbyterian ministers 
in New York City. Mrs. Arnold and 
her only child, Miss Julia Arnold, 
lwe in this city. Dr. Webber's 
descendants are three

With heavy professional obligations 
pressing upon him as a physician, he 
seldom failed to be in his place as a 
church member, ever ready to help 
in any good work; while his pious 
wife, rivaling if possible his chris- 
tian enthusiasm, stood by his side in 
full sympathy with every move that 
looked to the spiritual life and 
growth of the church. He r gentle, 
loving, earnest and intelligent work 
in the Sunday School will never be 
forgotten. The names of these two 
humble, loving christians will ever 
be linked together in the memories 
of all who knew them— who have 
drawn inspiration and encourage- 
ment from their noble, consecrated 
lives."

Mrs. Webber died in 1840 and 
years later Dr. Webber married the 
widow of Judge John H. 
Phelps, who at her death was buried 
the new cemetery. The Webber 
homestead was in the rear of the 
court house, in the house now used 
trices. This was the family 
home until 1867, when Dr. Webber 
retired from practice and went to 
live with his daughter, Mrs. Julia 
Torian, in New Orleans. About. 1871 
he moved to Louisville, then 81 
years of age His daughters had all 
married and his family consisted of 
his second wife and her daughter. 
Miss Lucy Phelps. In December 
1873 the good old doctor passed 
away, in his 84th year. One of his 
last requests was that his body 
ight be laid beside his first wife in 
the old cemetery. On Dec. 23, 1873, 
he was buried in the family lot. It 
had been many years since any in- 
terment had taken place in the old 
cemetery, abandoned about 1858. 
His body was the last one buried 
there, but his grave has been rough- 
ly handled by vandals. Pieces of 
the headstone still remain and the 
inscription is preserved, but the 
piece containing it lies many feet 
grave from which it was 
removed. His funeral was attended 
by many persons who still live. Dr. 
T. G. Keen was the pastor of the 
Baptist church at that time and con- 
ducted the service. Maj. J. O. 
Ferrell had begun teaching in the 
school house adjoining the cemetery 
& few months before and taught 
there 30 years. The writer of this 
sketch a few years later attended the 
Line school. 

Dr. Webber is remembered as a 
large, fine-looking man before en- 
feebled with age. He had brown 
hair and beard, butaround his mouth 
was clean-shaven. His eyes were 
blue, his face broad, his features 
regular, and his expression kindly 
and benevolent. His youngest 
daughter, Mrs. Arnold, has features 
strikingly like those of her father. 
Like her mother, Mrs. Arnold is a 
teacher in the Baptist Sunday School 
i her daughter, Miss Julia 
Arnold, who is also a teacher 
High School department of the city 
schools. 

Though his grave is uncared for, 
the city of Hopkinsville has perpet- 
uated the memory of Dr. Webber by 
naming a street in his honor.

Near the southeast corner of the 
cemetery is the Allen burial lot 
Five graves are still marked by 
slabs.

Mrs. Breathitt's name was Elizabeth 
and she was a daughter of Peyton 
Short. One of her children was 
named Peyton Short, the other was 
an infant. Mrs. Breathitt died in 
1827, aged 23 years, when her son. 
the present postmaster of Hopkins- 
ville, was two years old. Maj. 
Breathitt married a daughter of Dr. 
A. Webber and they have several 
sons and daughters and a large num- 
ber of grand-children. Maj Breath- 
itt, now more than 80 years of age, 
still hale and hearty and in the 
full possession of all his faculties. 
He is one of Hopkinsville's oldest 
and most distinguished citizens. He 
was a brave officer in the Federal 
army, county court clerk for more 
than 20 years, county judge one 
term and is now serving his third 
term as postmaster. In all his long 
life, though an ardent Republican, 
he has enjoyed the respect, the con- 
ience and the friendship of all par- 
es. Three of his sons are men 
of prominence and influence and the 
family in all its branches is worthily 
descended from two of the pioneers 
of Hopkinsville whose memory 
should be kept green and whose 
names should not be forgotten. 

Crow. 

About the center of the cemetery 
is the grave of Mrs. Eleanor G. 
Crow, wife of Philip Crow, who died 
1829 when only 17 years of age. 
In the grave with her was buried 
her infant, only fifteen days old. 
The Crow family has disappeared 
altogether from Hopkinsville. Philip 
and his brother Wayman went to St. 
Louis and became prominent and 
wealthy citizens. Years afterwards 
Wayman, an old man, came back 
to Hopkinsville and visited the grave 
of his brother's wife and had it look- 
ed after. He is long since dead, but 
the grave of the girl-wife who died 
76 years ago is still in better condi- 
tion than most of the other graves.

FRANCHISE 
TO BE SOLO. 



The City Council Friday night 
ordered the sale of a franchise for 
the construction of a sanitary sewer- 
age svstem in the city. It is to be 
built by private capital at an esti- 
mated cost of $66,000. A proposi- 
tion to build a system of the kind by 
public taxation was voted on and de- 
feated last fall. The franchise will 
be offered for sale April 22. 

The scale of charges for use of the 
sewer is as follows: 

Six-room residence or less, $8 
year: seven to ten rooms, $10, eleven 
rooms and up. $12; business houses 
$15 to $30, according to floor space 
and number of employes; factories, 
department houses, flats and all 
other houses not mentioned above to 
be charged according to the size of 
sewer leading from them, prices of 
which will range from $15 for four- 
inch pipe to $30 for eight-inch pipe. 

An ordinance was also passed 
authorizing the establishment of a 
sanitarium by Dr. C. B. Petrie, to 
be exempt from taxation for five 
years. It will cost $20,00.

Cabell, the colors of Washington's staff,

and Country." A seal bearing the 
figure of Abigail Adams in the costume 
of 1776, and seated at a spinning wheel, 
the suggestion of Miss Mary Desha, was 
adopted.

In contrast to the furs Just mentioned 
is the Russian sable, a glorious fur, won- 
derfully soft and silky, its rich duskiness 
becoming to everyone so fortunate as to 
be able to wear it. It lea very expensive 
fur, so many skins needed, the animal 
difficult to capture, the trapper under- 
going much hardship and no small dan- 
ger in the pursuit of this particular rep- 
resentative of the weasel family. The 
sable is found at its best in the coldest 
month of the year in Cold Asiatic Rus- 
sia, and in searching the wastes over 
which the tiny creatures roam not a few 
trappers lose their lives. The price of 
$500 has been paid for one skin, an ordi- 
nary skin is valued at from $2f> to * 1 00. 
The sable is also found in Kamschatka, 
in Labrador forests, and on the borders 
of northern Canada. 

In America we have a sable of less 
value than that coming from Asiatic 
Russia, one known as the river marten. 
Not so costly as the Russian sable, yet it 
has a high \aluo. The animal from 
which it is procured is about the size of 
a large cat. and it is gray with black 
spots A gray fur of silky softness and 
•xqulslte tone is the chinchilla, and we 
Americans bring over large quantities of 
this fur every year from Europe. 
8ealsklns cost from 30 to 40 per 
than they used to, though 
strange to say, the fur is not so liked by 
Dame Fashion as in days when its 
ket value was considerably less. Seals 
are found almost exclusively uow about 
Alaska, and are not captured farther 
south to the extent they once were. The 
young seals are richest black In color, 
ones shade from black to gray, 
the gray on the shoulders, and they are 
a reddish brown beneath. Though seal- 
skin seems to have lost some of Its pres- 
tige, It remains one of the most beauti- 
ful of the dark furs. 

The lynx is another dark fur of ex- 
treme beauty, the hair so long and 
glossy It is found In Asia Minor, In 
northern Europe, and in North Ameri- 
ca, The fur of the lynx of Asia Minor 
shows thick turts on the thlghsaDd spots 
of deepest jet on the breast. The sea ot- 
ter Is another fur highly valued, and this 
animal is bunted in Alaska Islets and on 
AlnhKii rucl.v
